The Manner in Which the President 
Performs an Arduous Duty. 


Troubles Encountered by Reformers 
Who Desire to Consult With Cabinet 
Officers—Attorney-General Garland 
and His Quarters—Pick-Ups Among 
the Federal Departments at the 
Capital, 


— 


Specia; Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasnmorox. D. C., May 24.—If the heads of de- 
partments were to listen to all the stories that peo- 
ple want to tell them, they would be chattering 
idiots at the end of a month’s service. But they 
don't listen to them. A man in Bamtown who 
thinks there ought to be a change in the post office 
at his place, gets together a lot of facts or allega- 
tions which, he feels sure, will make a vacancy the 
minute Postmaster-Genera! Vilag hears them stated. 
He goes forthwith to Washington to tell the Post- 
master-General. Nobody interferes with him till 
he gets inside the post office ‘building, and then 
every blamed man he meets interferes with him. 
He wants to see the Postmaster-General and no- 
body else, but they insist upon seeing everybody 
else and not the Postmaster General. Every 
time he heads for the office of the man he came to 
see, he gets switched off and shunted around until 
at last he doesn’t know which way's north. The 
first man to bother him is what he denominates to 
his friends on his return bome as an “impudent 


nigger.” As a matter of fact the negro is not impu- 


dent atall. Heis only provoking. It is his duty to 
sit at a little table in the main corridor, outside of 
the office to which he is attached, and to take 
charge of any one who comes along looking for the 
officer for whom he does duty as a sort of sentry 
and messenger. This is a feature in every one of 
the Federal Departments. A few white men are in 
this service, but a very large majority are colored. 
Some are very good-looking, and nearly all are 
bright and intelligent. Their little desks dot the 
long corridors at short intervals, in front of each 
desk being an arm chairandarug. They obey 
orders and exercise no discretion... When the 
gentieman from Bumtown announces his intention 
of consulting the Postmaster-General, 
THE SENTRY DOES WOT DEMUR, 

but leads him into a little ante - room, seats him and 
leaves him. Presently the clerk on duty there 
reaches him in his order, and asks his business. 
This is at first resented, but the clerk insists, and 
finally the Bumtown scandal is expesed. The clerk 
manifests neither amazement nor surprise, but 


rings a bell. The sentry reappears, and is instructed | 


to take this gentieman to another divigion. All is 
perfectly courteous, but protests avail nothing, and 
the Bumtown reformer is led all around Robin's 
barn to an office, where another gentlemanly party 
with another sentry outside his door listens to a 
statement of the in hand. He, too, 
fails to get excited at the recital, but at 
its conclusion telis the reformer to reduce it 
to writing and file it somewhere else, so it can be 
reached in its regular order. “Regular order“ is 
all the rage here. To be told to “put it in writing” 
under such circumstances as these is about as ex- 
asperating as to be told to “hire a hall;“ and if Mr. 
Bumtown explodes and requests the whole kit of 
hent to go to the bow-wows, his offense is not alto- 
gether without palliation. He goes home so mad 
that he can not even recollect the name of the man 
he came here to see, and “swowing™ that he'll 
never vote the Democratic tickęet again. And yet 
these regulations are based on excellent reasons. 
The above case is, of course, hypothetical, and not 
strictly accurate, but it illustrates 
the methods which have deen render- 
ed absolutely necessary in all the 
departments. It would be manifestly impossible 
for the members of the Cabinet to give audience to 
all who desire to see them, and even though they 
could find time for it, no good end could be served, 
as all such business must be conducted with system, 


and it would be very unsafe to trust to verhal state- 


mentsand memory. An officer could dispose of 
ten cases, if properly presented,in the same time 


it would take himto hear the statementof one 


man in a case where he was interested. Hence 
THE HEADING-OFF PROCESS. 

In all of the departments the officials are scrupu- 
lously polite and very patient in listening to callers, 
however verbose they may be in stating 
their business; and nobody need go wrong 
for lack of good advice from ‘experienced 
men, provided he will only ask for it. Notwith- 
standing the protection which their subordinates 
afford them, the Cabinet ministers are heavily 
overworked men, and they have little time for 
recreation. The greatest sufferer, seemingly, is 
Secretary Bayard, whose face is becoming very 
careworn, and,although he continues steadily at bis 
work, it is plain that his healtt. is giving away. It 
is a current report here, and it finds 
many __ believers, that he intends re- 
signing at a very early day. His 
duties would be much more arduous than they are 
but for his excellent selection of an assistant. Gov. 
ernor Porter, in that position, has proven himself a 
treasurer to his chief, and although he has been in 
Washington but a short time, he has strongly 


| established. himself in the respect and esteem of 


those who have any part in the government or any 
business with it. His office adjoins that of Secre- 
tary Bayard in the magnificent, but incomplete, edi- 
fice which now accommodates the State, War and 
Navy Departments, and the same hospitable char- 
acteristics mark his quarters tbat were so often re- 
marked concerning the executive offices 
of Tennessee when he was its Governor. He 
relieves the Secretary of an immense amount of 
annoying business, but never seems to be 
TOO BUSY TO TALE * 
to anybody who calls upon him. 
The Cabinet members who stand their work the 
best are Manning and Whitney, both of whom are 
well accustomed to perfect system in business, 
both of whom are very positive and self-reliant in 
character, and both of whom are possessed of 
great vital energy. Postmaster-General Vilas, who 
is of a nervous temperament, and“ whose training 
as a lawyer did not specially fithim for the work 
in his department, is showing the evidences of the 
strain upon him, but heis a man of indomitable 
pluck, and laughs at the friends who advise him to 
Attorney-General Garland is not so heavily laden 
asthe other members of the Cabinet, but if be 
were his robust frame and splendid digestion 
injury.

isvery large and almost square. He sits ata 
broad, heavy, flat desk exactly in the center of the, 
room, while his secretary occupies the opposite 
side thereof. The room is fitted in a style sugges- 
tive of the luxuriant taste of ex-Attorney-General 
Brewster, and it must have cost a small fortune. 
The furniture is of black wood—ebony, I think—and 
the upholstering is in morocco. The carpet is soft 
and velvety, the walls bear embossed paper to 
match, and although there is considerable gilt in 
the decorations, 

A RICH, DARK TONE PREVAILS. 
Although full of dignity, Mr. Garland is genial and 
easy of approach. His bright eyes, square smiling 
face, and sturdy frame all indicate good living, a 
sound liver and a sanguine temperament. His face 
struck me as bearing quite a resemblance to that of 
Sam Knox of St. Louis as he looked five years ago. 
The Maxwell tion matter being mentioned, 
he expressed a perfect confidence that there would 
be no trouble whatever in extraditing the map, de- 
claring, however, his willingness to render any as- 
sistance in the premises that circumstances might 
suggest. 

Of all high officials at Washington, how- 
ever, the President is the easiest to 
reach. His reception arrangements are 
such that any citizen, however humble, 
can go to him with the assurance of a pleasant 
greeting, and without having to overcome the ob- 
stacles that hedge about the heads of departments. 

The White House grounds are as open to the pub- 
lic as though they were part of a public park. 
With a dimension ot about three hundred yards 
each way, they are deeply shaded by sturdy old 
fore st trees, are kept in excellent order, and have 
just enough irregularity of surface to give good 

landscape effects, Many of the rustic seats and 

iron benches which are scattered all through the 
grounds are occupied during all hours of the day, 
in fine weather, by visitors who divide their time 
between reading and watching the al- 
most unbroken procession of people moving to 
and from the President’s residence. A front view 
of the latter reminds a St. Louisan of the Court 
House in his own city, 

WITH THE DOME TAKEN OFF, 

and the wings brought out flush with the Fourth 
street side, The height is about the same, the color 
is very nearly the same, andthe style of arch- 
itecture is much similar. Ifa person had read no 
description of the building he would be greatly dis- 
appointed by the President's residence. It lies in 
such a position as to form thecross-bar of a great 
letter H, the Treasury building and the palace of 
the State Department, which bound the grounds at 
the east and west, forming the upright strokes 
thereof. An immense conservatory carries out 
the line of the White House almost to the west- 
ern line of the grounds. The main entrance 
to the White House is open at all hours of the day, 
and the visitors are not expected to either ring or 
take off their hats on entering the large, square 
hallway. Ushers are at hand to direct callers to 
the reception rooms, but there are no hindrances 
whatever, whether a man be accompanied by an 
official or not. A long flight of stairs and a broad 
and darkened corridor, to which potted plants give 
a conservatory effect, lead to the reception room 
adjoining the Cabinet chamber. It is oval in shape 
and.of dimensions about forty by twenty feet. Its 
decorations are not striking in character, and the 
central figure is President Cleveland, who is recog- 
nized without any difficulty. He isagreat artist 
in the work of reception. All arrivals 
await their turn to speak to him, and in so doing 
they range themselves along the walls of the room, 
forming a curved line, and presenting im the variéty 
of dress, attitude and facial characteristics the as- 
pect ofa very awkward squad. Some of the wait- 
ing ones appear to be in avery nervous state, and 
it is almost painful to watch them as they fumble 
their hats with both hands, or seize the lapels of 
their respective coats witha grip which, although 
intended to indicate perfect self-possession, only 
suggests a disposition to strip the garment off if

Others in the line have been there before, 
and they lean composedly on an um- 
brella, or move smilingly around with hands 
down, taking manifest pains to let it appear that 
really this thing of calling on the President is an 
every-day matter with them. Meanwhile, every- 
body gazes intently at the strong, broad figure of 
the President, as he talks in a low and earnest tone 
with the party whose turn for an audience has 
come. The President wears a well; fitting suit of 
black, and seems to be in no hurry at ail, no matter 
how long the line of waiters. Having finished an 
interview he always shakes hands with the caller, 
and turning to the next in order receives him with 
a smile as though he were meeting an old friend. 
His hand is large and warm, and 
its grasp is hearty. If a man has come 
with no other business than to see the President 
and sake hands, he naturally feels a little embar- 
rassment after introducing himself, or being in- 
troduced; but Mr. Cleveland appreciates the situa- 
tion fully and relieves the caller of all embarrass- 
ment by some easy question about the State or 
city the caller hails from. He never shows any 
sign of impatience, and during his talk seems 
thoroughly wrapped up in whatever the subject 
may be. He has a habit of standing squarely with 
feet apart and throws his weight alternately on his 
heels and toes. He is so easy of motion that he 
leaves no impression of fatness, but 
rather of solidity and strength. Whether 
the caller be bashful or persistent, he 
disposes of him in a given time with 
such adroitness as to make it appear, even to the 
visitor himself, that it was he and not the President 
who had called time. The President makes it a 
point never to delay the Cabinet, and promptly at 
12 o'clock he bows himself out of the room and up 
a short flight of steps inte the Cabinet chamber, 
where the members are always on time. 

All of this makes it appear as though there were 
little or no privacy in the White House, but a little 
investigation shows that the west end of the House 
is not to be invaded with the same freedom as that 


part in which receptions are held,

man, who was supposed to be independently well- 
off, and entirely above working for his living, ap- 
peared upon the scene. He at once made love to 


her and her surrender was complete, and since that 
time the two young people have been 
KEEPING COMPANY. 
For a short time all apparently went well with the 
lovers, and then ugly stories got abroad about Bal- 
lay's character. The young man was known to 
have extravagant tastes, was what was called 
“fast,” and was not the kind of a lover to make a 
humble sewing girl his wife.

The startling re- 
port attracted some belated pedestrians who, on ar- 
riving at the corner, found the young girl lying 
gasping in Haines’ arms, a stream of bi welling 
up from the self-inflicted wound. The unfortunate 
girl was assisted to the entrance of the res- 
taurant she had left, where a chair was given her 
and she sank into it, dying. When Ambulance 
Surgeon Lyman arrived she had breathed her last, 
without having uttered a word from the time the 
fatal shot was fired.
